LONDON, August 18.—During a riot at 
Dungannon Sunday, many police were wound- 
ed.

They finally fired buckshot into the crowd. 
The tiring was returned from revolvers, and 
showers of stones fell, many of the rioters al- 
most rushing on the points of the bayonets in 
the eagerness of the attack. The police then 
fired avolley of ball cartridges, and many 
persens were wounded. (ne man hal the 
side of his head riddled with bucksho: and 
received a bullet in his abdomen, from the 
effects of which he died shortly after. 

At Down Patrick, ina tight between Catho- 
lics and Orangemen, fire arms were used 
incessantly from 1l Sunday evening until 3 
Monday morning.

AFOUL PLOT. 

Cork, August 18.—A plot to blow up the 
Cork barracks has been discovered and frus- 
trated. The military commander received 
private information of the plot and eaused a 
search to be made of the tunnel of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway leading into 
the city of Cork. Two barrels of gunpowder 
were found in that portion of the tunnel] run- 
ning under the barracks. A large number of 
troops were immediately put under arms and 
the neighborhood scoured, but nothing 
further was found. The guards are now 
doubled,and armed parties are patroling out- 
side the barracks. 

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 

A hoaring in the case of parties arrested for 
participating in the bloody riots at Belfast on 
Sunday showed that the Orangemen were at 
fault, and were responsible for the difliculty. 
Thirty Catholics were wounded, of whom 
two have since died. There is much excite- 
ment in the community, and both sides are 
exceedingly bitter. Further collisions are 
apprehended. The funeral of Dan Kirwin 
took place to-day, and was an immense and 
imposing demonstration. A large body of 
Catholics from Wexford was in attendance,

As the Buehler inquest was 
being held in the Coroner’s oftice, this one 
was held in the First District Police Court. 
SIEFERT’S OWN STORY 

of tbe killing is as follows, and this is eérrobo- 
rated hy several witnesses: 

‘J am a blacksmith and work for Haydock. 
on Chouteau avenue. | havea room at 516 
Myrtle street. | worked ail day to-day, and 
after we quit this evening I walked up Fourth 
street with Martin Head, Chris. Daemer, 
and another fellow, I forget his name (af- 
terwurd learned to bave beena young man 
named Cottell).

MME. SKOBELEFP’S DEATR. 


- Atrocious Ingratitude and Treachery 


ofa Young Russian Officer. 
{From the London Telegraph. | 
The following details of Mme. Skobeleff’s 
assassination by Capt. Uzatis have reached 
Vienna from Philippopolis: Mme. Skobe- 
Jeff, during her two months’ stay ia Bulgaria 
had devoted her time, money and energies to 
the development of benevolent institutions in 


-different parts ofthe VDrincipality, and had 


made numerous excursions with that object, 
refusing the escort of Gendarmerie offered 
to..-—icher by the local authorities, 
on the ground = that she was too 
well known throughout the country to 
run any risk of molestation. During these 
expeditions she was only accompanied by a 
young female attendant, by a faithful and in- 
telligent Russian man-servant named Ivanoff, 
and by Capt. Uzatis, formerly her son’s aide- 
de-camp. who had earned great distinctions 
by his splendid gallantry during the late war, 
and whom she was accustomed to address as 
‘ber son.’ To this voung oflicershe had upon 
several occasions presented corsiderable sums 
of money for the purpose of enabling one of 
his brothers, a civil engineer, to erect a mil! 
in Demendere, a village near Philippopolis, 
but had recently refused an application on 
his part fora further gift, holding out, how- 
ever, hopes thatshe might grant the asked- 


’ for subsidy at some fature period. 


Mme. Skobeieff bad set ber heart upon es- 
tablishing a model farm in East Roumelia, 
and started by curriage from VDhilippopolis 
for Tchirpan on Sunday, July 1S, with the 
obiect of purchasing a piece of land suitable 
to the fulfillment of her project, tak- 
ing with ber 25,000 roubles, which Captain 
l'zatis assisted her to pack upina valise. 
This money was destined to pay for her pur- 
chase. Toavoid the intolerable heat of the 
siummer’s sun, she commenced her journey at 
Yp.m., accompauied by her usual attend- 
ants, with the exception of lzatis, who ex- 
cused himself, alleging indisposition and the 
necessity of remaining with bis brother, who 
was alsoon the eve of departure from Philip- 
popolis. For about halfan hour’s urive, af- 
ter quitting thetown, Mme. Skobeleff’s car- 
riave was closely followed by a vehicle con- 
tuining Mile. Smolekot!, the Directress 
of the Philippopolis Hospital, and a Russian 
oficer named VLetroff: but the two carriages 
separated at Kemer, close to a stone bridge 
over the Maritza, on the road to Adrianopie. 
Mime. Skobeleff’s carriage had proceeded a 
few bundred yards further, when [vanoff, 
who was seated on the box by the coashman, 
espied Capt. Uzatis a little distance off by the 
roadside, and, turning round toward his mis- 
tress, Who, In the mewntime, had fallen intoa 
doze, aweke ber with the announcement that 
the Captain Was approaching the carriage on 
foot. The old lady ordered the coachman to 
stop, and, leaning outof the window, was 
expressing her thanks to Uzatis for the 
trouble he had taken to wish ber good-speed 
on ber journey, When he siddenly drew his 
hand-jar and cut Ivanoill down. At the 
same moment four armed men made their 
appearance and fell upon the attendants 
with their yataghans. While they wer 
slaughtering the Bulgarian driver and Mme. 
Skobeleff’s maid—upoao the former of whom 
they inflicted fourteen wounds, and upon the 
latter four terrific slashes, each of which wa- 
Sufiicicnt to cause death—U zatis deliberatel 
butchered his aged benefactress, despite he 
piteous appeals for mercy and despairmg of 
fers of all ber money and valuables if only he 
would spare herlife. Ile thrust his broad- 
tiaded cimeter completely through her body, 
killing heron the spot. and then proceeded to 
piunder the corpse, while his accomplices 
broke open the trunks aud rifled them of their 
valuable contents. Meanwhile, Ivanofl lay 
still, feigning death. He had received eight 
severe wounds, but, when the murderers 
made off with their booty, he contrived to 
crawiawav, and, after incredible exertions, 
diusing which be lost so munch blood that he 
repeatedly fa'nted, reac! ed the Russian Con- 
sulate in #’bilippopolis abuut midnight, where 
ne related the horrors of which he had 
veen a * witness. A detachment — of 
cavalry was at once dispatched to Demendere, 
whither Uzat's had betaken bimself, having 
previously returned to Philippopolis for the 
purpose of changing his clothes and conceal- 
ing his weapons. He and one of his fellow- 
assussins were in the mill belonging to his 


_ brother when he perceived the militia squad- 


ron 5 thea par Forthwith they tuok horse 
and galloped off toward tbe Turkish frentier, 
but found the high road occupied by a section 
of infantry, the officer commandimg which 
summoned them tosurrender. Dismounting, 
they fled up a hillside and took refuge in a 
narrow glen, where they defeuded themselves 
for some minutes with their revolvers against 
the soldiers pursuing them. l’resently, how- 
ever, seeing bimse)f surrounded on every side, 
('zatis put the muzzle of bis pistol in his 
mouth and blew out his brains. His compan- 
ion was captured alive, as were later on the 
other three ruftians who be shared in his 
atrocious enterprise. The valise containing 
the stolen money has not as yet been discover. 
ed. Mme. Skobeleff’s body, embalmed by 
order of the Russian Consul-General, will be 
conveved to St. Petersburg via Constantinople 
and Odessa. 
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Delights of British Railway Travel, 
(From the Edinburgh Courant, Aug. 2.| 

Two gentiemen belonging to Glasgow, who 
had been to Belfast, were returning home by 
way of Stranraer and entered the train, leav- 
ing there shortly before ermht o’clock. They 
traveled by themselves until they reached 
Ayr, when they were joined by a stalwart, 
gentiemanly-looking man, who proved to be 
adangerous companion. Directly the train 
moved out of the station the new comer pick- 
ed up a pipe belonging to one of the gentle- 
men and threw it out of the window. 
Although rather chagriped neither of the 
gentiemen said anything, wishing to avoid 
disturbance and believing that their compan- 
ion Wasintoxicated. Soon the stranger vegan 
to punch them m the ribs withastick, put 
himscif into a menacing attitude, talked very 
incoberentiy and amused himself by knock- 
ing off their hats. The two gentlemen began 
to think that matters had proceeded just far 
enough, and one of them quietiy informed 
the stranger that he had better desist, ana 
that he micht find, if he persisted in his “lit- 
tie caine,” thathe had met his match.

Memmsen’s Burned Books. 
| Correspondence London Times. | 

I am in a position to give more details con- 
cerning the losses of literary treasures in the 
conflagration of Mommsen’s library. Of the 
unedited inscriptions of the ‘ ‘Corpus Inscrip- 
tionum Latinarum,’’ the addenda to volume 
x. (containing Lower Italy, West) are to be 
considered as destroyed. Greatly damaged 
are the ‘**‘Instrumepntum Domesticum” of 
volume ix. (Lower Italy, East), the Column 
Miiitarix’’ (Sicily and Sardinia) of volume 
x., the “Index Auctorum” of volumes ix. 
and x.,and the Inscriptions of Helvetia of 
volume xiii. On the other hand, I am glad 
to beable say that volume viii., containing 
Africa (bezun by Wilmanns and finished by 
Mommsen), remainsintact. The fovr Jor- 
danes MSS. of the !ibraries of Heidelberg 
(Palatinus 921. of which, however, collations 
fortunately exist), Berlin, Vienna and Bres- 
lau are destroyed. The critical text of Jor- 
danes which Mommsen had prepared for pub- 
lication in the Auctores Antiquissimi of the 
Monumenta Germanix» is saved,as also the 
preface and account of the MSS. used by the 


editor. This standard edition of Jordanes 
will be some consolation for the 
destruction of the MSS. Not 
a single book of Mommsen’s own 


library escaped the flames. Iam told that 
bis library was insured for 14,000 marks only. 
As to MoS. said to belong to the Vatican 
nothing is asyet certain. It would indeed be 
the tirst instance of the Vatican authorities 
allowing bookstogo out of their library. 
There is the same uncertainty respecting the 
Cambridge MS%., which I am told now be- 
longs to Trinity College. More lamentable 
than al! those losses of books and MSs. is the 
destruction of Mommsen’s own Collectanea 
and works still in MS.; among those, so far as 
mv information goes, was Mommsen’s Ms. of 
“The History of the Empire,’’ of which near- 
iythree volumes were ready. I may mention 
also. as a curious circumstance, that Momm- 
sen on the very morning of the fatal day (the 
i2th of July) was on the point of sending 
back al] the MSS. which he had no longer oc- 
casion to use. This catastrophe, I hope, will 
be a warning to libraries not to lend out their 
MSS. except for use within the walis of other 
libraries. The Bodleian, for instance, which 
is verv liberal in sending MSS. abroad, does 
it under the above-mentioned condition. 
Some ether libraries, however (Leyden, for 
instance), are certainly too liberal when they 
intrust their MSS., nottoan Embassador’s 
courier, but to the officials of a parcels oifice. 
It would not bea bad ideato induce libraries 
to have some of their important MSS. photo- 
graphed for the disposal of other libraries,and 
thus secure the text ofarare book from de- 
struction.

PERCHERON HORSES. 


An Effort to Improve American Draft 
stock. 
{From the New York Tribune, 15th.] 


The steamer Greece, which arrived last 
week, brought pinety-seven horses of the 
Percheron breed, for M. W. Dunham, an im. 

r of horses, eg Ph at bt oe 
Page county, Illinois. is isa small village 
about thirty miles west of Chicago. The 
horses were taken to stables on Greenwich 
street, and afterward sent West to Mr. Dun- 
ham/’s stock farm at Wayne. About one- 
fourth of them are colts, and the rest are full- 
grown stallions, their weight ranging from 
1,400 to 2,000 pounds. Thisis the largest im- 
portation of horses of this kind ever made into 
this country. Mr. Dunbam said toa Tribune 
reporter. while speaking of the importation 


of horses: 


“William Harris, of Moorestown, N. J., 


brought the first Percheron stallions to this 
country in 1839. He was travelmg in Eu- 
rope for his health and saw some of these 
borses at work in France. He wasso struck 
with their strength that he determined to 
bring some of them home with him. Ac- 
cordingly he shipped four to this country. 
Twoofthem died, however, before’ they 
reached Moorestown. Charles Fullington, 
of Ohio, imported the nextlotin 1551. [n 
1856 one of the stallions imported by Mr. Ful- 
lington was sent to [llinois, where for twelve 
years he was the only one of the kind in that 
State. In 186S I imported two of these stall- 
ions, and im 1872 I went regularly* into the 
business. Since that time I have brought over 
from France between 300 and 400 of them. 
I put them on my stock farm at Wayne and 
sell them whenever an opportunity occurs.’’ 

‘*‘Iiow large a region is Perche, where you 
buy these horses ’”’’ 

‘*The district which goes by the name of 
Perche is a plateau between the Seine and 
Loire Rivers, about 100 miles from Paris. The 
plateau is sixty miles in length and forty 
miles in width, and embraces parts of the 
districts Eure-et-Loir, Kure and Orne. The 
climate ofthe country is something like that 
of Vermont. The people live entirely by 
agriculture and by raising these borses. They 
are a people of wonderful industry and econ- 
amy. My dealings with them during the last 
nine years have been very pleasant, although 
I have found them very Sharp at bargaining.’’ 

‘*How often do you visit France’’’ 

‘‘Every year. ITalways go there during 
the last of.June orthe first of July. The 
greater part of the farm work is done then, 
and the horses are cheaper than at any other 
time of the year. Then, August is a good 
month to bring the horses over to this coun- 
try, as the vovage is usually a quiet one, and 
as they acclimate better if broughtover here 
just before the cool weather. All the horse- 
buyers goto Perche during the months of 
June and July, and the region is pretty well 
cleaned out of its horses now. If you were 
in Perche to-day you would have hard work 
to tind a young first-class stallion in the whole 
district.’’ 

**-\WV hat do these stallions cost there?’’ 

‘*From $800 to $2,000. It also costs a great 
deal to import them. I had a special train 
from Verche to the sea coast, a thing never 
heard of before in France. In 1875 it cost me 
+500 for everv horse | brought across the 
ocean. Now, however, when I bring them in 
larze numbers, it costs only a little more than 
half as much foreach. It will cost me $100 a 
car for ny special train to Wayne. I put six 
of the borsesinacar. I insure them when I 
start, and I have to pay four or five per cent 
on the insurance. When I sell these stallions, 
however, I will vet from 41,500 to $5,000 each 
for them.’’

respectively. The comparison, ifit is relia- 
ble, and nothing appears to the contrary,is not 
flattering to Christian morality. Comparing 
countries ratber thanreligions, Russia does not 
suffer, forin England the rate of illegitimate 
births is 5.54,in France 7.85, in Germany 8.71, 
and in Austria 13 46. Taking the 70 most im- 
portant Russian towns, the rate in them, as 
against the country, is nearly six times larger, 
or 14.89 for the cities and 2.37 for the villages. 
The proportion of male to female births is 
104.8, as against 104 in England. 165 in Ger- 
many, 106 in Austria,'and 107 in Italy. The 
death rate is higher in Russia than in the ma- 
jority of European States, being 3.68 per 100, 
and the unenviable superiority is due chiefly 
to an excess of deaths among infants, of whom 
more than a quarter (26.34) die before com- 
pleting their first year. The annual marriage 
rate is 9.8 per 1,000, a proportion which is 
only exceeded in Hungary (10.5), is about 
like Germany’s (9.5), and far surpasses Ire- 
land’s (5.1). In the countries of Western 
rae the proportion of men marrying un- 
der 20 ranges between 0.1 and 3.6 per cent., 
and of young women between 4.7 and 19,9 per 
cent. In Russia 37 men out of every 100, and 
57 women of every 100 marry before 20, but 
the disproportion is to some extent corrected 
by asmaller percentage in later years. More 
widows and widowers remarry in Russia than 
in other European countries. and the propor- 
tion is higheramong Catholics than among 
members of the Greek Church. In the case of 
Protestant, it is lower for widows and nigher 
for widowers.

Anon pla- 
toons and companies began to break ranks. 
Musicians,who had neither tasted food nor 
ten cent beer for twelve hours, could no 
longer pump wind into their brassy in- 
struments and stumbled wearily over the 
dusty, uneven streets in sullen. silence— 
save that they swore like the invaders of 
Flanders. The grand pageant soon be- 
came a rout. Disappointed spectators, 
parched with heat and rendered mad by 
hunger, fought and wrangled and elbowed 
and fell down anathematizing Chicago. 
Scores of them were injured stepping off 
the high sidewalks and by the loose ends 
of the planks set in motion by the skurry- 
The droves of bunko-steerers

ing crowds. 
and pickpockets, who constitute 
percentage of the population of the city, 
pillaged the helpless masses without com- 
punction or mercy. In their exhausted 
condition they were a prey to every species 
of rapacitv. Thousands of them were 
made sick by the stench of the Chicago 
River and stifled by the dust. The sun 
arose this morning upon acity strieken 
with misery. The limited capacity of the 
railways will be taxed to-day bringing 
away the misguided people who are able to 
be moved, and by night a sigh of relief will 
zo up from the beleaguered city.

NERVOUS EXCITEMENT. 

A great deal has been said about the 
excitement under which brokers and 
merchants habitually labor. They are 
understood to be a wild-eyed and cavern- 
ous-jawed class of men who are contin- 
ually dropping from the heights of success 
to the abysses of misfortune and buoyantly 
rising out of the depths with equal facility. 
They are alleged to be persons whose hair 
becomes gray early and wlio burn out the 
vital fires after a brilliant conflagration of 
ten or a dozen years.

They 
range themselves before the bulletin boards 
and tell cach other steries of how other 
merchants have gone to the mad-house, 
Wile they get up a haggard and worn ex- 
pression of countenance to justify the im- 
pression that they are traveling the same 
route. Figuratively speaking, they shed 
handfuls of hair over every click of the 
telegraphic instrument—they moult ever- 
more. What these gentlemen would do if 
they were journalists it is impossible even 
to conceive.

| THE YAEGER MILLS. 


Last Night’s Blaze and 
| Its Work. 


Property Destroyed. 


Riding School. 


The sudden tolling of the fire bells a few 
minutes after ten o’clock last night started 
the towninto life and activity. Alarm followed 
alarm until the whole of the life and property 
saving machinery ofthe city and its entire 
floating population were streaming in the di- 
rection of the Yaeger mills. Little rivulets of 
men and women ran down side streets into 
the great thoroughfares, mixing with the 


larger streams, which in turn, emptied 
themselves into the sea of human- 
ity which surged and billowed 


about the burning buildings. ‘The care ofthe 
crowd was the roaring flame which shot up- 
ward, towering dizzily hundreds of feet 
above the upturned faces, while ail around on 
every band thousands of people were under 
the ueer fascination of a great fire. Every 
eye wes Watching the pyramids and stream- 
ers of bright crimson andthe gay festoons of 
eparks. Everybody swayed backward and 
forward fromtime iotime with the surging 
of the throny, ana many a singular little in- 
cident served to divert the attention momen- 
tarily from the fire. 

The crowd was made up of the 
very best people of the city, faw of 
whom have lately had a conflagration brought 
so nearly totheirdoors. The streets leading 
to the mill were dotted with evening dresses 
and pretty faces and the ladies enjoyed the 
epectacie after the manner of the female 
mind, which takesanodd delight in seeing 
immense accidents and catastrophes, but 
which finds expression in words that indicate 
notbirg but sympathy. Of course every lady 
at the fire last night was attended by one, two 
or several gentlemen, andif, in getting out 
ofthe way ofa hose cart or a fuel wagon,

Much time was con- 
sumed in cross-questioning the witnesses 
and reading the testimony, which one of 
the jurymen said was not being taken down 
with suflicient accuracy. The dispute was 
settled by the clerk, who read the testimony 
several times. 
JACOB FRANKE 

was the first witness called. He testified that | 
be first met Vail on last Sunday ina saloon 
onjMissouri avenue, near Main street, and } 
was with him until 10 p. m., when he 
went to Tremaine’s saloon, where Vail 
arrived shortly after.
